CREEPS, STIFFS PLAY

The gambling industry started in Las Vegas 
24 years ago in the rough-and-tumble center of 
town now known as Glitter Gulch and shown 
at upper right of this animated map. The new 
and gaudier edifices are mostly on The Strip, 
south of the Las Vegas city limits (dotted line), 
outside the jurisdiction of its tax collectors and 
along U.S. 91. Frontage along that three-mile 
stretch of highway, which leads to Los Angeles 
292 miles to the southwest, now sells for as 
much as $1,500 a foot. 

Tourists who do not drive in come by train 
(Union Pacific) or by plane, landing at McCar- 
ran airport (boffom of map) which has banks of 
slot machines right in the terminal for passen- 
gers too impatient to wait until they can get 
to a casino. Newcomers soon learn the jargon 
of the gambling town, which has a glossary all 
its own (see below). 

Gambling is not all the Las Vegas area of- 
fers. Atom bombs blow up at the AEC testing 
ground 100 miles northwest. Skiing is superb 
on Mount Charleston. Twenty-five miles to the 
southeast is Lake Mead for sports who believe 
in boating and fishing. Nearer town is a race 
track, where no horses run. It just didn’t eateh 
on, and, after much thinking, the community 
leaders hit on the reason. In Las Vegas, they 
concluded, gambling is purely an indoor sport.

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EDITORIALS 
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On thousands of school and college campuses, under elm and 
maple, palm and pine, the massed and mortared youth of 
America has been getting its last formal advice. Every com- 
mencement orator tries to say something new, true or useful. 
Some succeed. But all, if only by filling up the vast and varied 
canvas of this nationwide ceremony, throw some light on the 
process that made them speak—the endless, formless, fertile, 
wasteful, wonderful process of American education. 

Listen first to a former governor of Louisiana, Sam H. 
Jones, addressing the Negro graduates of Washington High 
School in Lake Charles, La. He talked to them mostly as 
Americans, not Negroes, but he added, “‘by way of factual 
information,” that “the 15 million American Negroes will 
produce this year more college graduates than all of the Brit- 
ish kingdom with its 50 million people.” He also told them 
that “the American Negro may well become the most impor- 
tant segment of the world’s population in the coming strug- 
gle between the forces of Communism and Democracy. This 
is true because the forces of world Communism seek to enroll 
all the colored races, black, yellow, red and brown, under- 
neath their banner. And there are none, among the colored 
races, better able to advance the cause of democracy among 
these people than the American Negro, Thus, a great oppor- 
tunity, not given in such degree to other Americans, lies 
ahead for you.” 

Perhaps the newsiest speech of the commencement season 
was given by Allen Dulles, head of our Central Intelligence 
Agency, to the alumni of Columbia University. He described 
education in the Soviet Union, of which there is a great deal. 
More than half of all Soviet college graduates specialize in the 
physical sciences (in the U.S., about 20%). There has been a 
small but significant “de-emphasis” of ideological studies, 
said Dulles, which is spreading among former strongholds of 
Marxist dogma such as biology and agriculture. “In intro- 
ducing mass education, the troubled Soviet leaders have 
loosed forces dangerous to themselves.” 

Dulles believes that “some thoughtful Soviet citizens,” 
taught to apply elementary logic to the natural world, are 


beginning to apply it to their political environment as well. 


Thus “a hard choice faces the perplexed and probably unhar- 
monious group of men in the Kremlin.” They can attempt to 
turn the clock back to the “dark ages” of Stalinist conform- 
ism—‘‘no easy task’’—or they must let the educated Russian 
spirit continue its discovery of non-Communist realities. 


“Fair trade” is dying and few will weep for it. It was never 
“fair” in the first place, and did more to hinder “trade” than 
to help it. In case you've forgotten, we're talking about the 
various state laws, authorized by federal law, which let manu- 
facturers fix the retail prices of their products without vio- 
lating antitrust laws. The idea behind it—one alien to all the 
principles of U.S. salesmanship and competition—was that 
if everybody charged the same price then nobody would need 
to sell any harder than anybody else, and sloths would be on 
the same footing as beavers. 

That sort of thing was able to work, after a fashion, in the 
Depression that gave it birth, and also in the scarcity mar- 
kets during and after the war. But fixed prices cannot be en- 
forced in an economy that is free, competitive and abundant. 
The mushrooming of discount houses, selling appliances any- 
where from 20% to 35% below “‘list,” proved it. Many manu- 
facturers privately winked at the violations. U.S. merchandis- 
ing was acquiring some of the earmarks of Prohibition—if 


GOODBY TO ‘FAIR TRADE 


LAST WORDS ON THE CAMPUS 


Americans would certainly like to believe this, for it vin- 
dicates our faith in the sovereign virtues of education. That 
faith was reasserted by, among others, Federal Judge Charles 
EK. Wyzanski to the ladies of Wellesley College. He 
spoke on what he thought they would accomplish by 1980. 
One of his predictions: they would help save the public 
schools. Disturbed by the overgrown classes, the impaired 
quality and low esteem of the teacher, the Wellesley girls 
would step forward and persuade the school boards “‘to en- 
gage you as part-time teachers,” thus giving “the calling of 
the local teachers a renewed sense of style.” 

At Whitman College in Walla Walla, President C. C. Maxey 
voiced some thoughts on what a good teacher must be. He 
must be a scholar but more than a scholar, his mind “a foun- 
tain, not a reservoir. ’ He must know how to fix the student’s 
vagrant attention through an “intellectual ascendancy . . . 
which instructs but does not enslave.” He must be a model 
“in every utterance and every deed. . . . Even though he 
may prefer it, the back seat is not for the teacher. ... When 
there is something to be done which street corner literacy 
unaided cannot accomplish, [the teacher] is drafted for serv- 
ice and for a leadership which only men of high education 
can supply.” The good teacher must be a free man. But “‘the 
greater his freedom from external compulsions the more 
exposed he is to the subtle tyrannies of his own personal 
Pharisaisms. He will not overcome these by merely profess- 
ing high ideals. Every day of his life he must work hard, far 
harder than other men, to widen his knowledge, dethrone 
his prejudices and rectify his judgments.” 

Dr, Maxey’s rigorous standard applies to the educated 
man in any calling. And because that standard has been set, 
and is here and there maintained, there was a sense of hope 
and purpose on the American campus this June. In fact Dr. 
Charles Malik, Lebanon’s ambassador to the U.S., told the 
seniors of Ohio Wesleyan that the U.S. “intellectual and 
spiritual scene has never been more vigorous or more hope- 
ful.” He could say so partly because American education is 
not wholly ruled by its temporary aristocrats, the scientists 
and the specialists. Against them the liberal arts college is 
holding its own; and from its studies, said Malik, “the soul 
emerges with some unity of vision, some coherence of pur- 
pose, some freedom of spirit, some mastery over its own 
elementary powers, some joy in the knowledge of respon- 
sible theory, some humility before the mystery of being.”

he would sell you an aged-in-the-wood TV set at a bargain. 

U.S. department stores, which tried to obey the fair trade 
minimums, suffered to the point where they were doing less 
business in many cities than discount houses. Many depart- 
ment stores began competing with discount houses by slash- 
ing prices in self-defense, Moreover, manufacturers who used 
to bring frequent suits to police their prices, have recently 
lost some court decisions and have just about called off their 
lawyers. And now the Attorney General’s committee on the 
antitrust laws has condemned the whole “fair trade” system 
and urged repeal of the federal enabling act. 

One result is that U.S. department stores as a whole this 
year have had a phenomenal recovery in total sales and in 
profits. Another is that the discount houses are learning 
to offer department-store service. Another is that consumers 
are getting more bargains all around. And that’s just dandy. 
Goodby, “fair trade,” and good riddance.

Swerving froma side road near Manchester, Conn., a 
car slammed into a rosebush hedge and vanished in 
a blizzard of white petals. A moment later (below) 
bystanders watched the driver climb out unhurt. 
The mishap was no ordinary highway accident but 
a planned experiment. For four years Motor Vehicle 
Research, Inc., a private firm, has been testing a 
particularly dense species of rose called the Rosa 


multiflora japonica to find out whether its tough 
resilience can bring careening cars safely to a stop.

government will sponsor tests next winter to see if 
the roses do as well in cold weather when they are 
more brittle.

MODERN FURNITURE FOR ANTHROPOIDS 


Most zoo-dwelling anthropoids pass the day surrounded by traditional 
furniture—a treadless tire, a broken-down piece of tree, an old-style Jun- 
ale-Gym. But Jiggs the orangutan, like other apes of the Detroit Zoo, lives 
in a highly modern home where trees look like models of molecules, 
platforms like kidneys and chairs like mushrooms. 

These strange forms are the work of Sculptor Marshall Fredericks, 
who spent three months studying the animals’ requirements. Because of 


the apes’ great strength, he used stainless steel and laminated Fiberglas. 
Because cages must be scrupulously clean, all surfaces are smooth. Find- 
ing that the apes react strongly to colors, Fredericks gave his sculpture 
gaudy hues. Introduced to the new cages, in the zoo’s new $650,000 
great ape house, the animals soon went bouncing about from one art form 
to another with reckless abandon. “They tend to understand the utili- 
tarian function of abstract more easily than humans,” says Fredericks.

Etting-Snyder story makes a fine, offbeat musical 


The least likely subject for a movie musical to be tried in a long time is 
the rather unsavory romantic story of Singer Ruth Etting and Moe the 
Gimp. But M-G-M has made Love Me Or Leave Me into a fine, untypical 
musical by sticking pretty faithfully to that story. 

Ruth Etting was a chorus girl back in the 1920s when Martin Snyder, 
an irascible Chicago cripple known as Moe the Gimp, pushed her to fame, 
marrying her along the way. But though he worshiped her, she divorced 
him. Madly jealous, he shot her piano player (Lire, Oct. 31, 1938) whom 
she later married. Doris Day, as Ruth, does well in an unusual role, par- 
ticularly with such Etting favorites as Ten Cents a Dance, Mean to Me 
and the title song. But the film's biggest boost comes from Jimmy Cag- 
ney who makes the Gimp into a ruthless yet understandable villain and 
achieves the greatest success so far in his movie comeback (see p. 70).

AN AUSTRIAN’S MASSIVE WORK 
STARTS ON TOUR OF THE U.S. 


This summer Americans are getting their first glimpse of a strange race 
of sculptured men who appear to have been left over from the Stone Age. 
Brought together in a show by the Boston Institute of Contemporary Art, 
they are the rugged, powerful work of an Austrian sculptor named Fritz 
Wotruba, one of the most Impressive artists to appear since the war. 
Wotruba, who is 48, took long years evolving his slablike sculptures. 
Born into a poor tailor’s family in Vienna, he went to work at the age 
of ce | a8 a metal grinder and ¢ enperaver. But he ape nt his nights studying 5 ia ee 3 
git asin. st 

drawing and in 1925 he took up sculpture. Within a few years Wotruba Pe ie a 
was carving beautifully refined torsos that recall the marble scu ulptures of 

ancient Craee (p. 88). In 1939, to escape the Nazis, Wotruba went into 

exile in Switzerland. By the time he returned to Austria in 1945 he had 

already developed his primitive approach to the human figure. Reclining, 

seated or standing, his sculptures have the massive simplicity of pre- 
historic monuments, their hulking, faceless forms assuming the lonely 

dignity of ancient idols. Some 300 tons of them are now included in 


the U.S. tour which will take in a half dozen cities during the next year.

| Poet's ‘Leaves of Grass’ 
\ has its 100th anniversary 


One hundred years ago next month, a slim collection of verse 
entitled Leaves of Grass made its first appearance on the U.S. 
literary scene. Its frontispiece bore the jaunty portrait of 
the 36-year-old author (below) who identified himself as 
“Walt Whitman, an American, one of the roughs.. .”’ Thus 
did a bearded Brooklyn bohemian set out to win a place for 
himself as a national poet of America. 

To find new material for poems he kept adding to Leaves 
of Grass, Whitman roamed the U.S., soaking up the whole 
pageant of life around him. Although it generally baffled his 
genteel contemporaries, Whitman’s unbridled verse eventu- 
ally established him as America’s first great modern poet. 

As the U.S. celebrates the centennial anniversary of Leaves 
of Grass, Lire shows on the following pages the land Whit- 
man knew and sang about in some of his best-known poems.

HE excitement, rejoicing and confusion about the Salk polio vac- 
cine have all been of such epic proportions that an even greater 
victory which it forecasts has been largely ignored. This larger vic- 
tory, in w hich the polio fight has figure dasa major engagement, will 


rout man’s last intractable enemies in the world of germs, the viruses. 


Not simply polio, but measles, chick .enpox, virus pneumonia, many of 


the “Virus X's” and other previously obscure diseases are yielding to 
the same weapons, which may also be effective against diseases that 
are now among the leading causes of death. Here, for the most part 
unnoticed by the public, is a medical revolution of the same order of 
magnitude as that which followed the discovery of penicillin. 

W hat is a virus? Near as we are to defeating them, no one still can 
define them with any confidence. They differ in many ways from the 
bacteria and other “little animals” which have yielded to vaccination 
and antibiotics during the past century. Most of them are too small to 
be seen except with the super-powerlul electron microscope and too 
small to be trapped even by the finest filters. It is debatable whether 
they are even alive: at least they lack most of the attributes of life 


including the power of self-reproduction. Yet somehow, when one of 


them enters a living cell, it captures the cell’s vital processes and con- 
verts these to its own use, forcing them to produce more virus and 
resulting in damage or death to the cell. 

During the years ways were found to vaccinate effectively against 
some of the worst of the viruses, such as those that cause smallpox 
and yellow fever. Certain larger, virus-like agents called “rickett- 
siae’’ proved vulnerable to antibiotics. The larger number, however,

remained nearly or wholly unmanageable, chiefly because there was 
no way to isolate. study and produce. them in the quantities and under 
the conditions necessary to manipulate them into safe vaccines. 
It was six years ago when Dr, John Enders and his colleagues at 
Boston’s Children’s Hospital, Drs. Thomas Weller and Frederick Rob- 
bins, achieved the long-sought method: achieved it, moreover, with 
the most dramatic of all examples, the polio virus. But that was only 
the beginning. As Dr. Thomas Rivers, dean of American virologists 
and director of the Rockefeller Institute for Medical Research, said 
recently, the polio success “opened up a field of research in other 
virus Teanes that stirs the imagination. In fact, that discovery has 
opened up more territory than we are likely to cover in a decade 
... the exciting promise of new knowledge here is beyond our 
present ability even to measure.” 
On the other hand, just as the fact that Einstein’s EK = mc? did not 
materialize overnight in the atom bomb, so the Enders “tissue cul- 
ture’ method does not automatically dispose of the virus problem. 
As Dr. Rivers has said further, . the development of a [polio] 
vaccine awaited the brilliance and perseverance of a Salk, and America 
came up with Salk.” Dr, Salk not only performed—uniquely well— 
the difficult task of translating possibility into reality, but in the 
process developed techniques and ie which may determine 
whether and how soon some of the other virus diseases will actually 
be brought under practical control. 
The work on these other viruses is well under way—as is told later 
in this article. Dr. Salk would dearly love to get into these fields but

in the all-out assault on the myriad and still mysterious spreaders of disease 


he must leave them to others, for the time being, while he devotes 
himself to clearing up unfinished matters on the polio vaccine. 

The Salk vaccine, when properly made, tested and used, is both safe 
and effective—and nothing that has happened since the field trial re- 
sults were announced in ‘April has altered this fact. As for safety, 
although it may never be absolute, the vaccine carries no “‘risk that is 
tangible, or measurable to any degree.” As for effectiveness, Dr. Salk 
bdliev es that the vaccine “may ultimately be shown to approach” com- 
plete protection against all three polio virus types. He believes that it 
will give this protection for at least 30 months, probably for a good deal 
longer; in fact, he suspects that protection may last an entire lifetime. 
What he hopes to do is to verify these beliefs and theories by making 
all possible improvements in the present vaccine and by continuing and 
expanding his studies of vaccinated persons over a period of years. 


‘Famous like you and bothered’ 


T is related that Dr. Salk and his oldest son, Ll-year-old Peter, 

were driving in the family car listening to a news broadcast when 
there came an item about Dr. Salk himself. Peter listened and then 
said thoughtfully, “Golly, Daddy, I’m glad I’m plain me instead of 
famous like you and bothered.” The item indicates something about 
Dr. Salk’s recent home life, which has been fragmentary, about Peter's 
judgment, which his father considered absolutely sound, and also 
about the future of the vaccine. Dr. Salk has indeed been “‘bother ed,” 
agreeably in some instances and less agreeably in others, and

improvements in the vaccine depend upon his being bothered less 
so that he will have the time to — them. 

No vaccine is 100% effective and Pa ene none ever can be, for 
vaccines protect by causing certain cells of the body to produce 
disease-fighting antibodies. just as these cells do when attacked by the 
disease, and the ability of humans to react in this way is a variable 
matter. Moreover, some strains within a given family of germs are 
mild and relativ ely harmless, while others are overwhelmingly power- 

ful. If attacked by one of these extremely “hot” strains, a person with 
normally adequate protection could become ill. Therefore, there has 
never been any expectation on Dr, Salk’s part of creating an abso- 
lutely LOO% completely « effective vaccine. In trying to make it as 
effective as any vaccine can be, he must deal with three interdepende nt 
factors. These are the * ‘starting material” which is the virus itself, the 
possible methods by which it can be made safe for injection into 
humans, and finally the number and spacing of the injections. 

The Enders tissue culture method gives him a choice of the “‘start- 
ing material”: any of the hundreds of strains of polio virus that group 
together into the three family types. He must choose one strain of 
each type. Since the strains differ greatly in their ability to stimulate 

the production of antibodies, these must be ones that are strongly 
endowed in that re spect. On the other hand, ideally they should Lave 
a weak ability to cause paralytic infection, so that if virulent particles 
find their way into the vaccine they could not do serious damage. 
Such damage was caused by some of the Cutter vaccine, and a Ithoug rh 
the new testing procedures make it most unlikely that it will ever

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happen again, human fallibility does not exclude the possibility. 
Therefore, low infectivity of starting material remains desirable. 
These considerations, which account for one of Dr. Salk’s most 
active research programs, probably will result in the substitutions 
of other strains for one or more of those he is now using. The 
immediate objective is to find a substitute for the “Mahoney” 
strain in Type I. It has excellent antibody-stimulating powers but 
is exceptionally virulent, and in all likelihood another, less tricky 
one can be found that will do the job as well or better. 

Once the strains are selected, the second step in vaccine re- 
search is to process them and arrange them into a formula that 
gives the best results in laboratory animals and finally in children. 
As Dr. Salk has said, ““The method is very much like the one a 
housewife uses when she wants to prepare a new dessert, say a 
cake. She starts with an idea and certain ingredients and then ex- 
periments, a litthe more of this, a little less of that, and keeps 
changing things until finally she has a good recipe. In the process 
she will have deduced certain universal laws which govern such 
things. From them, she can go to make further improvements dur- 
ing the years.” Dr. Salk and his group have already made improve- 
ments that increase the antibody-stimulating power of the present 
vaccine considerably above that of the 1954 field trial vaccine, 
and he believes that further improvements can be made. 

Even after manufacture of the essential vaccine material the 
possible difficulties are not ended, as the field trial experience 
showed. Variation in the effectiveness of vaccine lots is normal 
and perhaps inevitable, but some of the trial lots were outlandishly 
off the norm. The trouble was found in a substance called mer- 
thiolate, which had been added as a preservative. Over a period of 
time, so imperceptibly at first that no one noticed it, this weakened 
the vaccine’s potency. 

This misfortune, Dr. Salk believes. largely explained a diserep- 
ancy in the general results of the trial. Against virus Types IT and 
II] the vaccine scored about 90% success, but against Type I—the 
type that causes most of the paralytic and fatal cases of polio— 
it was only 60% to 70% successful. The merthiolate, it was learned, 
weakens the Type I component of the vaccine first, then Type II 
and finally Type III. Once the trouble had been diagnosed, tech- 
nicians corrected it by adding a chemical called versene which 
counteracted the effect of the merthiolate. 

However, as Dr. Salk has taken pains to point out, there is an- 
other and more important reason why the field trial figures by no 
means measure the full potential effectiveness of the vaccine. It 
relates to the “booster effect’’: the immunological principle that 
once the antibody-producing mechanisms have been stimulated by 
a disease or a shot of vaccine, they become sensitized and react 
to a later invasion of the disease or a second or third shot of vac- 
cine with a more vigorous output. That is why so many vaccines 
are given in series of shots. Although this is a common principle, 
each disease has its own peculiarities. In practice the booster may

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work very well, fairly well, or even not at all. And the full effect, 
whatever it may be, depends upon spacing the intervals between 
shots properly. 

It was necessary, of course, to work out these variables for 
polio, and Dr. Salk and his team began doing so in monkeys and 
mice and later in groups of children. Even before the 1954 field 
trial it was clear that the children differed from the animals in their 
responses. The animals reacted fully within weeks, while the chil- 
dren seemed to take months. But there was little time before 
school was out, so the trial went ahead on a condensed schedule, 
with three shots close together. This, he knew, would prove little 
or nothing about the booster effect, but it would at least test the 
effect of primary immunization. Meantime he continued his stud- 
ies of the booster effect. 

His findings caused a drastic revision in this year’s program for 
it turned out that in humans it takes at least seven months for the 
antibody- producing mechanisms to become fully sensitized and 
“hyperreactive.” At the seven-month interval antibodies were sent 
soaring to a truly astonishing level: as high or even higher than 
that following infection with the actual disease. 

It is on this basis—plus, of course, the gains in stability and 
higher potency *. Salk believes the vaccine may ultimately 
give something approaching complete protection against all three 
virus types. The children who received unweakened vaccine last 
year and who are being given a booster this year should theoreti- 
cally become immune a week or two thereafter. Children being 
vaccinated now with the two “primary” shots are not immune, as 
Dr. Salk emphasizes, and will not be until they receive their 
boosters seven months from now. But meanwhile they will have 
a very substantial degree of protection (as much as all three shots 
gave last year) from the two primary shots. 

The discovery that hyperreactivity for polio takes at least seven 
months to develop in humans sheds light on Dr. Salk’s biggest un- 
finished problem; how long will the protection from Hees vaccine 
last? The generally accepted theory is that as long as there are 
antibodies in the blood stream there is protection, and that there is 
a significant amount of protection even when the antibodies have 
almost disappeared. Accordingly, with the extraordinary level of 
antibodies attained from the booster, it should take a long time— 
a matter of years—for the level to fall below the protective mark, 
And in fact, among a group of his experimental vaccinees who have 
been properly “boosted,”’ Dr. Salk has found high antibody levels 
lasting for two and a half years so far. These levels are declining 
so slowly that it seems probable they will give protection for 
years more. 

Actually Dr. Salk suspects that the immunity may last for a life- 
time, even though antibodies finally disappear from the blood. This 
is deduced from the fact that Type Il polio causes a few Type I 
antibodies to be formed; that the latter finally disappear but come 
back so strongly after a shot of vaccine that they evidently are the 
result of the booster effect; and that hyperreactivity can, therefore, 
exist even after antibodies have faded away. Dr. Salk’s tentative 
evidence indicates that his vaccine sensitizes the mechanisms to 
do this same job. Proof or refutation must await the passage of 
time, of course, until vaccinated children whose antibodies have 
disappeared have been exposed to the disease in the natural course

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of their lives. If indeed they have achieved the hyperreactive state, 
according to this theory they will not get polio. 

Now all of this is very encouraging so far as polio is concerned, 
but the reader may well wonder what it has to do with the great 
expectations which have been raised about the other virus diseases. 
The answer rests on the fact that once a virus has been cultivated 
in pure and ample form, as most of them now can be by the Enders 
tissue culture method (the virus or viruses of hepatitis are a 
notable exception so far, but probably will yield), there are two 
ways to go about making a vaccine. One is to try to tame it down 
by getting it to take hold in an “unnatural host,’’ an animal or 
perhaps a chick embryo. The first law of nature being survival, the 
virus adapts itself to life in the new circumstances, and in so 
adapting it changes so that it loses its virulence for its natural 
host, which in the case of polio is man. Dr. Edward Jenner hap- 
pened on this principle when he observed that milkmaids who 
contracted cowpox (the form that smallpox takes in cows) were 
immune to smallpox. By giving people injections from the blisters 
of infected cows he performed the first vaccinations. The idea was 
derided and resisted for many years, but finally—after the under- 
lying principles were worked out by Koch and Pasteur—became 
a leading tool of preventive medicine, 

The other method has been somehow to “kill” or inactivate the 
germ so that it loses its power to infect but not its power to stim- 
ulate the production of antibodies. This too was tried early but it 
became a more practical possibility as a better understanding of 
chemical and physical reactions was reached. It has never quite 
achieved full acceptance, partly perhaps because of the weight of 
tradition, but also because of the generally better results that have 
been attained with taming, as evidenced especially in the yellow 
fever vaccine, a ‘live’ agent that gives nearly complete and lifelong 
protection. Consequently, when Dr. Enders and his associates suc- 
ceeded in growing the polio virus in safe and manageable form, 
many people assumed that an effective vaccine would have to wait 
on gis taming of the three types of polio virus. 

_ Salk tried both the “live” and “killed”? methods. “There 
were no preconceptions,’ he has said. ‘““This was simply the sci- 
entific method. Experimental data led us to certain conclusions— 
it was that simple and that complicated.” These conclusions were 
that the “killed” virus method might not only match the results 
to be attained with the long-drawn-out “live” method but might 
even exceed them, Dr. Salk and his group proceeded to explore 
the “killed” method fully, with the results just described and with 
implications of great importance. 

For if a killed vaccine can give good and long-lasting protection 
against polio, there are a number of other virus diseases which may 


yield equally well. The poor performance of killed vaccines in the 


past, Dr. Salk believes, has not been because of any limitations in- 
herent in them but because of errors in the way they are made or 
administered. If properly manufactured, he thinks, and if given 
at proper intervals so as to take full advantage of the booster effect, 
they should be able to create immunity at least equal, both in 
degree and duration, to the immunity conferred by the disease 
itseli—the “convalescent immunity” which has always been con- 
sidered the ultimate—or by the “live” vaccines which simulate 


this. As for the medical truism “There’s no immunity like con- 
valescent immunity,” he once commented, ““That’s like “There’s 
no business like show business’—the two statements are about 
equally unprovable.” The next few years in vaccine research, he 
thinks, will be a period of “destroying existing images and upset- 
ting prejudices.” 

In the long view of history, those few years may not count so 
much, but in the here and now they could count a great deal. The 
vaccinated children who will not get polio this year, the next, and 
through some indefinite future will have Dr. Salk’s “brilliance and 
perseverance’ to thank. It is easy enough to say that if he had not 
created his vaccine someone else would have done the job. The fact 
remains that he did it, while others did not, and that if the world 
had waited for the proponents of the live-virus theory to prove the 
superiority of their method (as someday they may) it would have 
been at the cost of thousands who in the meantime would have been 
crippled or killed for lack of any protection. And if Dr. Salk, by ad- 
vancing the technology of the killed-virus method, has advanced 
the date at which other offspring of “tissue culture” can be turned 
to practical use, he deserves the extra gratitude of his fellow men. 

One has only to realize what has been accomplished in the six 
years of the “tissue culture era’ to imagine what may lie ahead. 
For instance, it now seems almost certain that the measles virus 
has been captured. This is a more important matter than it may 
appear, for although measles ordinarily is a mild disease its com- 
plications can be extremely serious: it actually ranks not far behind 
polio in the number of children it injures or kills. Like all true 
virus diseases it is unaffected by medicines, nor has there been 
any preventive available except the brief protection from shots of 
gamma globulin, the blood fraction that contains antibodies from 
people who have recovered from the disease. 

For many years measles has been a primary target for immunol- 
ogists. Last year, with material from measles patients, Dr. Enders 
and Dr. Thomas Peebles were able to establish a likely looking 
virus in tissue culture. The second step was to see if measles anti- 
bodies killed it. They did. The next stage was to try to produce 
the disease in animals. Drs. Enders and Peebles called upon that 
familiar research helper and great human benefactor, the rhesus 
monkey. Disappointingly, none got measles. 

The reason, Dr. Enders now realizes, is that rhesus monkeys 
have a taste for civilization: in their native India and southeast 
Asia they live near villages. Consequently they pick up measles 
from humans and arrive here already supplied with antibodies and 
hence with immunity. But cynomolgus monkeys, the kind that in- 
habit the Philippines, prefer the jungle solitudes and remain unin- 
fected. When Dr. Enders and his team switched their experiment 
to them, the clinical symptoms of full-blown measles appeared. 
*And that,” he says, “convinced me that we really had our hands 
on the virus.” He has not gone ahead yet to try making vaccine 
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LENGTH OF IMMUNITY given by various vaccines depends on the time that 
antibodies remain plentiful. Doctors are still very uncertain about periods of 
protection but think vaccines at left have short-range effectiveness, polio 
shots may be effective two years (possibly much longer), middle group gives 
several years’ protection, diphtheria and pneumococcus pneumonia vaccines 
last five years or more, and yellow fever vaccine possibly protects for a lifetime.

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—"there are so many headaches in this vaccine business’ —but 
probably will do so, and he has supplied virus samples to a number 
of other laboratories for vaccine studies. There is no predicting 
how soon an effective vaccine will be ready for general use. A gov 
ernment scientist said recently, “The measles picture is about the 
same as polio was in 1950, It’s a matter of medical engineering. 
What it needs is another Salk, but there aren’t many of those.” 

Dr. Enders’ colleague Dr. Weller had meantime been working on 
another bane of childhood, the chickenpox virus, and now has it 
isolated and growing in tissue culture. Interestingly enough, he has 
also been able to isolate and culture the virus of herpes zoster— 
shingles—and to confirm an old medical suspicion that the two 
viruses probably are one and the same, although their symptoms 
are radically different, From this it seems to follow that shingles, a 
disease of adults, represents in them a long-delayed “relapse” to a _ 
childhood infection with chickenpox. That is, some of the chicken- 
pox virus may remain in the body in a dormant state all through 
life, and in shingles victims it is reactivated by some undeciphered 
circumstances that result in a local breakdown of immunity. 

A more familiar example of this local breakdown phenomenon 
occurs with the virus that causes cold sores. This also stays dormant 
in the body until a bad cold, too much sun, fatigue or something 
else triggers a collapse of immunity in the nose or mouth, very 
often at the same spot each time. 

With shingles, the breakdown occurs in the skin and nerves, 
generally around the midaection af the body. It is an extremely 
painful and unusually stubborn disease and not a rare one. 
Obviously there can be no such relapse without prior infection, so 
Dr. Weller’s work, when and if it results in a chickenpox vaccine, 
has the potentiality of defeating both diseases at one blow. 

Possibly the most important recent triumph of tissue culture 
has been the discovery of the “APC” viruses, the villains in many 
of those “‘nonspecific upper respiratory” or Virus X infections that 
are among man’s commonest afflictions. As sometimes happens, 
the scientists who found them had started out to look for some- 
thing else. 

The material ordinarily used for growing viruses in tissue culture 
is monkey kidney cells. But the supply of monkeys i is undependable. 
Moreover, even the most highly refined vaccine is bound to con- 
tain some traces of protein from the material in which it is grown. 
The possibility exists that monkey proteins repeatedly injected 
into humans could cause an allergic reaction. There is good evi- 
dence that they will not; still this ‘factor might become important 
if the Salk vaccine turns out not to give long-range immunity and 
many repeated boosters become necessary. 

Furthermore, some viruses are quite ‘difficult to raise in any- 
thing but human cells. The polio viruses and many others grow 
nicely in a strain of human cancer cells called ““HeLa”’ (a combi- 
nation of the first letters of the name of a Baltimore Negro woman 
who died of cancer and from whom the original cells were se- 
cured), and these consequently are extremely useful for laboratory 
testing, but no one would risk using such material for vaccine 
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THE “HELA” CELLS ¢erve as an excellent medium in which to grow the 
polio virus and are therefore invaluable for laboratory research purposes, but 
because they are derived from cancer cells, they are never used in production 
of the vaccine, Cells above (the nuclei show as gray circles) are in solution 
containing both polio virus and polio antibodies which keep the cells alive. 
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manufacture since possibly it could cause cancer. For these rea- 
sons, the most urgent problem in the tissue culture field has been 
to find a strain of * ‘normal” human cells that would reproduce 
rapidly : ] “in Dr. Ender’s phrase—and on which 
viruses would thrive. Happily, the problem now seems to be on 
the verge of being solved by several research groups. 

In 1953 the search had engaged a group of scientists at the Na- 
tional Microbiological Institute led by Drs. Robert Huebner and 
Wallace Rowe. Among various human tissues they tried were 
freshly removed adenoids. These did not always thrive: a large por- 
tion of them (62% of the specimens) began to degenerate exactly 
as if they were being attacked by a virus. Since no virus had been 
put into the cultures, it was evident that some must have been 
there to begin with. The researchers harvested the unknown 
agent and passed it through a series of cultures to study it fur- 
ther, and finally came up with a well-defined, previously unknown 
virus which they labeled “A.D.” for * ‘adenoid degeneration” agent. 
Cheered by en discovery, they set about exploring the upper 
respiratory tract for other strange viruses, and from tonsil clip- 
pings and throat swabbings they soon began to find them. 

At about the same time Dr. Maurice Hilleman and his assistant, 
Jacqueline Werner, had been engaged on a serious problem of mil- 
itary medicine: the peculiar fact that a great many inductees had 
been coming down with disabling respiratory ailments a few 
months after entering the services. Since all these men had re- 
ceived influenza vaccine the disease could not be flu—unless. of 
course, it was some variant that had not been included in the vac- 
cine. After much testing in tissue culture they came up with the 
most common cause, a previously unknown virus which they 
named RI (for respiratory infection)—67. Hearing of the work of 
the Huebner-Rowe group, they sent a sample of it to them. Upon 
comparison, RI-67 turned out to belong to the same general family 
of viruses as the A.D. Later on, Colonel T. O. Berge of the Army 
Medical Service isolated a somewhat different virus from recruits 
on the West Coast and sent it along. It fitted into the family too, 
as did another oddity which had been isolated from a patient with 
a disease that resembled roseola, a disease of infancy, and which 
had been reported on by Dr. Enders and Dr. Franklin Neva. 

The picture has continued to grow until by now 11] related but 
distinct virus “types” have heat. found, Singly or in combination 
they eause many diseases of the upper region, ranging in serious- 
ness from “pink eye’ or acute conjunctivitis through “virus sore 
throat.” tonsilitis, stuffy nose, pharyngitis and hoarseness to the 
alarming “virus pneumonia and nondescript “acute respiratory 
diseases.”’ Adenoidal degeneration no longer seemed adequate as 
a description. So now they are known under the catchall label of 
adenoidal-pharyngeal-conjunctival viruses or APC for short. 

The common or runny-nose cold virus has not turned up among 
them yet. Actually it is not at all certain that there is such a 
virus: the effect may be primarily an allergic reaction to other 
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VIRUS HUNTER Dr. Robert Huebner has led search for the APC virus 
family which is responsible for tonsilitis, “‘pink eye” and various respiratory 
diseases. He is already testing a new APC vaccine on volunteer prisoners. 
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viruses. But if a common cold virus does exist, there is a very 
sood chance that it too will be found. 

Meantime the Huebner-Rowe group has made a “killed”’ vaccine 
from the third type member, which seems to be most widespread 
and to cause the broadest spectrum of disease, and is testing it on 
volunteers at the Chillicothe federal prison. They already know 
that antibodies caused by natural encounters with the various 
APC viruses protect against these viruses for several years. If the 
vaccine produces antibodies, they will be on their way toward 
ridding mankind of a large burden of misery. 

Measles virus, chickenpox virus, the APCs—these are only the 
current outstanding examples, along with polio, of what this new 
tool can uncover. It will be useful also in re-examining and im- 
proving the effects of existing virus vaccines. And it has already 
produced an astonishing array of hitherto unknown Viruses. At 
the last official count, 356 new virus strains had been found 
merely in the course of polio research: how many more exist is 
anybody’s guess. They arrive so fast that researchers have had no 
time to keep up with them and have no idea what most of them 
do. Dr. Joseph Melnick of Yale has given them a name that has 
caught on, “orphan viruses,” and refers to them as “‘viruses look- 
ing for a disease.” 

The National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis recently held a 
conference of virus researchers to compare notes on these “‘or- 
phans,” for they give promise of clearing up a perpetual source of 
confusion about the polio vaccine. For example, last year in Mas- 
sachusetts 44 children who had received the trial vaccine came 
down with a disease clinically diagnosed as polio. But polio virus 
was recovered from only three of them. Most or all of the others 
had some other polio-simulating, unidentified germ or germs. This 
year, again, there are already many such cases. In all likelihood 
some of the “orphans” are involved. 

Probably, like the APCs, the many strains will eventually fall 
into family groups. An informed guess places the number of such 
families at about 35 or 40. A good many of these, in turn, 
doubtless will prove to be harmless to man, just as many of the 
bacteria are harmless, or even helpful, to him. But others may well 
turn out to hold the answers to some of medicine’s most impor- 
tant unsolved problems. 

Dr. Huebner, who as head of the virus section of the National 
Microbiological Institute combines the objectivity of a scientist 
with that of a responsible public official, nevertheless gives way to 
excitement when he thinks about this. “I wouldn’t hesitate,”’ he 
says, ‘to go into any field of medicine where they don’t have a 
clear cause-and-effect relationship and look for virus agents. For in- 
stance, the degenerative diseases—the examples of human erosion.

‘ ESQUIRE SOCKS’: 
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VIRUS VACCINES continueo 


When I was growing up on the farm I saw that land erosior 
was the result of little, individual drops of rain, all adding u 
finally to a gully. Human erosion isn’t a simple thing: it’s thd 
result of the interplay of many factors, many raindrops, but 
strongly suspect that among them are the virus agents.” 

He has the same suspicion about some forms of cancer. He ha: 
nothing to report on this matter yet but, working with experts a 
the nearby National Cancer Institute, he and his staff are examin 
ing cancers in tissue culture to see what viruses may reside i 
them. They are also injecting viruses into cancers, hoping tc 
find some which will destroy cancers—just as the polio viruses, {or 
instance, choose nerve cells as their natural prey—but will be 
harmless to the rest of the human organism. These ideas are, o 
course, entirely speculative so far, but from such speculations 
come the great advances in medicine. 

They have already caused virologists to look into the future an 
find there a new worry. How, they ask themselves, will the indi 
vidual human being be able to take advantage of all the immunities 
they can give him? People dislike being stuck with a needle, and 
three kinds of vaccine per injection is about the limit that anyon 
can tolerate comfortably or use effectively. But there are many 
virus diseases and some can be caused by many immunologically 
different virus types, just as polio can be caused by any of three 
types. Take “herpangina,” for instance, one of the “new” diseases, 
a usually mild but sometimes alarming summer ailment common 
among children. It was linked to one division of the “Coxsackie” 
family of viruses discovered a few years ago at Coxsackie, N.Y. and 
since proven to exist everywhere in the world. This division con- 
tains eight distinct types, which means that a child can get herpan- 
gina eight times before acquiring solid immunity. It means also that 
he would need to be vaccinated with all eight types to get the same 
result. And this is only one, rather unimportant disease. 

No one has the answer to this problem. But there are good} 
grounds for thinking that it will be solved, and that it may be| 
solved in such a way as to revolutionize virus immunology entirely. 
The highly respected Dr. Thomas Francis Jr., who headed the 
evaluation of the 1954 polio field trial, has led in developing theo- 
retical principles to cope with it. As one possibility, he suggests 
that viruses might be broken down to obtain whatever it is in them 
that stimulates the body to produce antibodies. These “essential 
components” may turn out to be much the same for many kinds 
of viruses, and if so could be combined into a single shot to cover 
a wide range. 

A second possibility is to use chemical or antibiotic “inhibi- 
tors’: some substance that will alter the metabolism of the body's. 
cells in such a way as not to damage them but to interfere with 
their ability to create viruses, Such a substance might be added 
routinely to drinking water, as fluorine often is to prevent tooth 
decay, or perhaps added to the salt or sugar, and thus be taken in 
as part of the daily diet. 

Man’s war against disease will never be finished. But here, clear- 
ly enough in view so that Dr. Francis calls it “possible and prob- 
able,” may lie the chance for total victory over the most elusive 
and damaging of all the invisible creatures that are—except for 
man himself—man’s worst enemies.
